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KEPOKT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Antrim: 

We  close  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1925,  with 
a  cash  balance  of  approximately  $800.00.  We  feel  that  we 
are  fortunate  in  having  this  surplus  since  it  is  becoming 
imperative  that  considerable  repair  work  be  done  on  our 
school  houses,  especially  the  high  school  building,  in  this 
coming  summer  vacation.  It  also  seems  advisable  to  re- 
finish  and  enlarge  the  Domestic  Science  room.  This 
can  be  done  at  moderate  expense  without  encroaching 
upon  the  other  schools. 

The  electric  lights  which  were  installed  in  the  High 
school  building  last  year  are  proving  to  be  of  value  to 
the  pupils  and  we  are  confident  that  they  will  be  more 
appreciated  as  time  goes  by.  We  believe  that  their  cost 
is  being  fully  justified.  The  electric  lights  will  make  it 
possible  to  use  the  school  house  for  socials  occasionally, 
always  a  factor  in  building  up  and  maintaining  a  good 
school  spirit. 

We  appreciate  the  generosity  of  the  Antrim  Wo- 
man's club  in  paying  the  salary  of  an  instructor  in  Phy- 
sical Education  in  our  schools.  We  believe  that  this  is 
important  work  and  in  order  that  the  pupils  may  obtain 
the  greatest  posible  benefit  from  it,  we  shall  recommend 
next  year  that  the  teachers  arrange  for  the  pupils  to 
have  the  exercises  every  day. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  a  definite  and  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  visits  paid  our  schools  by  pa- 
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rents  and  others  during  the  past  year.  We  urge  the 
parents,  especially  to  visit  the  schools  when  regular 
class  work  is  being  done,  since  by  so  doing  they  can  ob- 
tain a  much  better  idea  of  how  our  schools  are  being  con- 
ducted. 

The  most  pressing  problem  that  we  have  before  us 
and  one  that  apparently  will  not  permit  of  easy  and  ready 
solution,  is  to  obtain  experienced  and  qualified  teachers 
for  our  High  school.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  find  ex- 
perienced teachers  who  have  also  been  successful,  who 
are  willing  to  come  to  Antrim  and  teach  for  a  term  of 
years,  at  the  salaries  that  we  are  able  to  pay.  Good 
teachers  are  so  scarce  and  other  communities,  especially 
in  our  neighboring  states  pay  so  much  more  attractive 
salaries,  that  for  some  years  we  have  been  obliged  to 
engage  teachers  fresh  from  college,  a  practice  which,  ob- 
viously, is  not  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school  if  fol- 
lowed indefinitely.  We  present  this  question  for  your 
careful   consideration.

We  trust  that  the  year  1925-26  will  prove  to 
be  more  than  usually  successful. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Antrim: 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  the 
year  1924-25  is  hereby  presented. 

The  high  school  headmaster,  Croydon  R.  Nichols,  was 
succeeded  by  Robert  D.  Fuller,  a  graduate  of  the  Mass. 
Agricultural  college.  Miss  Marion  Harlow,  a  Boston  Un- 
iversity graduate  and  an  experienced  teacher,  taught 
Latin,  French  and  English.  Miss  Wadh.ams  came  back 
as  teacher  of  Domestic  Arts.  Mrs.  Robert  D.  Fuller  took 
Miss  Hattie  Merrill's  place,  while  Miss  Balch  and  Miss 
Buxton  returned.  The  teacher  at  the  Centre  was  Miss 
Alice  Cuddihy,  at  the  East  School,  Miss  Marjorie  Dunton. 
Miss  Eunice  Gaddas  started  in  at  North  Branch,  but  was 
obliged  to  give  up  on  account  of  her  health.  She  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Frederica  Nay,  who  also  resigned  on 
account  of  her  health,  and  we  were  fortunate  in  obtain- 
ing the  services  of  Mrs.  Ruby  T.  Thayer,  who  has  had 
considerable  teaching  experience  in  neighboring  towns. 

In  1923-24  two  of  our  teachers  had  the  lowest  form 
of  State  certification.  This  year  we  were  able  to  see  that 
record  improved  as  three  had  certificates,  seven  had  li- 
censes, and  none  were  granted  the  lowest  form,  the  per- 
mit. 

Last  year  the  total  amount  of  teachers'  salaries  was 
$8,695,  this  year  it  was  $9,110.  Their  average  length  of 
teaching  experience  is  ten  years  and  whereas  last  year 
all   our  High  school   teachers  were   inexperienced,     this 


year  only  one  was  inexperienced.  The  Antrim  Woman's 
club  continued  to  pay  the  salary  of  a  physical  instructor, 
Miss  Dorothy  Moburg,  filling  that  position  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year. 

The  total  enrollment  was  189,  composed  of  101  boys 
and  88  girls.  Of  these  the  1st  grade  had  20,  the  2nd 
grade  20,  3rd  grade  21,  4th  grade  17,  5th  grade  18,  6th 
grade  22,  7th  grade  19,  8th  grade  18,  9th  grade  12,  10th 
grade  14,  11th  grade  4,  12th  grade  4. 

There  was  a  great  improvement  in  the  number  of 
tardiness.  The  number  of  cases  decreased  from  298  last 
year  to  176  this  year.  That  is  not  a  bad  record,  but  with 
a  little  more  effort,  even  that  may  be  improved.  This 
seems  certain  because  the  best  record  was  among  the 
younger  pupils.  The  number  of  cases  of  tardiness  in  the 
village  school  per  pupil  follows:  Miss  Buxton's  room 
0.38,  Miss  Balch's  room  0.08,  Mrs.  Fuller's  room  0.72, 
while  in  the  High  school  there  were  1.06.  The  pupils  in 
Miss  Balch's  room  made  a  very  exceptional  record,  hav- 
ing only  three  cases  of  tardiness  among  her  37  pupils. 
Much  of  the  credit  for  this  condition  belongs  to  the 
teacher,  because  of  her  ability  to  carry  over  successfully 
to  her  pupils  her  belief  that  training  in  punctuality  is  a 
part  of  character  training. 

Seven  days  were  lost  during  the  year,  because  of 
attendance  at  conventions,  holidays  and  bad  weather, 
which  was  a  decided  improvement  over  the  previous  year 
when  12  days  were  lost.  The  number  of  days  lost  varied 
from  4  at  East  Antrim  to  lli/o  at  the  Branch. 

Our  record  of  attendance  was  so  good  as  to  call  for 
mention  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

East  Antrim 98.1  percent 

High  School    97.7  percent 

Miss  Balch's 96.2  percent 

Miss  Buxton's 96.0  percent 

Mrs.   Fuller's    95.8  percent 

North  Branch 92.8  percent 

The  records  show  20  visits  by  members  of  the  School 
Board  and  246  by  parents  and  others.     This  was  an  in- 
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crease  of  51  over  last  year's  number.  60  percent  of  these 
visits  were  made  when  special  programs  had  been  pre- 
pared, and  W^c  by  officials  who  were  not  members  of  the 
school  board  or  the  Supt,  leaving  30%  or  73  visits  made 
to  om*  schools  at  times  of  their  regular  exercises.  Of 
these  73  people  there  were  some  who  came  several  times, 
so  that  accounting  for  these  there  were  only  48  different 
visitors  during  the  year  who  saw  our  regular  class  work. 

The  Superintendent  made  269  visits  of  supervision 
and  inspection.  This  number  being  possible  because 
there  was  such  a  small  amount  of  snow,  and  he  could  use 
an  automobile  during  all  but  two  weeks  of  the  school  year. 
Following  is  the  record  of  the  number  of  Supt.'s  visits 
for  the  past  four  years,  and  they  increase  just  about  in 
accordance  with  improved  travel  conditions:  — 

1921-2.  201;      1922-3,  216;     1923-4,  195;     1924-5,  269. 

The  Antrim  High  School  is  placed  on  the  list  of  ap- 
proved high  schools  by  the  State  Department  because  of 
the  quality  of  the  work  done  there.  Last  year  the  State 
Department  gave  tests  in  Arithmetic  and  Spelling  to  the 
Sophomore  classes  of  all  New  Hampshire  High  Schools 
and  this  year  Arithmetic  tests  were  again  given  to  the 
Sophomores  and  Spelling  tests  to  all  four  classes,  and  An- 
trim stood  above  the  average.  Standard  tests  were  also 
given  by  the  Superintendent,  in  which  the  pupils,  as  a 
whole,  were  above  the  average  for  their  age  and  grade. 

Dr.  G.  D.  Tibbetts,  the  Medical  Examiner,  made  the 
following  report,  giving  the  number  of  cases  of  each  di- 
sease or  defect:  —

Notices  were  sent  to  all  parents  of  children  found 
with  these  defects. 

Schools  w^ere  originally  organized  to  teach  certain 
definite  subjects,  but  gradually  the  work  of  the  schools 
has  been  extended  from  the  field  of  mental  training  to 
that  of  physical  and  moral  training.  iVntrim  through  its 
Women's  Club  took  a  very  definite  and  helpful  step 
toward  physical  improvement  of  the  children  by  paying 
the  salary  of  a  physical  instructor,  and  the  teachers  are 
more  and  more  impressed  with  the  importance  of  moral 
training,  as  a  necessary  accompaniment  of  the  mental 
and  physical  training  and  real  work  is  being  done  along 
that  line  in  school.  While  a  pupil  is  attending  school  he 
is  there  just  about  one  tenth  of  his  time  each  year,  and  it 
surely  is  a  decided  compliment  to  the  strong  influence  of 
the  teacher  to  credit  him,  as  being  responsible  for  the 
child's  behavior  while  he  is  out  of  school.  The  school  has 
a  decided  responsibility  in  this  direction,  and  I  have  found 
the  majorty  of  teachers  anxious  and  able  to  do  their  duty 
along  that  line,  but  we  must  never  forget  that  the  Church 
and  the  Home  have  even  greater  responsibility  than  the 
School. 

Prizes  were  given  by  the  Molly  Aiken  Chapter  D.  A. 
R.,  to  pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  for  excel- 
lence in  United  States  History.  The  first  prize  amounted 
to  $3.00  and  the  second  to  $2.00.     The  winners  were:  —

tion, Frank  DeCapot  and  Harold  Proctor  are  attending 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Kenneth  Butterfield  is 
at  Colby  Academy,  and  Walter  Simonds  is  at  Wentworth 
Institute.
